Asbestos anguish 



Family of five forced 
out of council home 
THREE YEARS after 
being told it was safe

A FAMILY of five has been forced to leave their 
home and move into a hotel after asbestos was 
found in their council house - three years after 
they were told it had been given the all clear. 

Steven (37) and Cindy Fry (34) and their three 
children have been living in a hotel for the past 
three weeks after routine maintenance work on 
their home in Freshwaters, Harlow, uncovered 
asbestos in the living room. 

Mr Fry said: “This has taken a real toll on the 
whole family. My two youngest are stressed and 
very upset by the whole thing and it’s a strain for 
everyone. 

“When we first moved in, my wife and I raised 
our concerns about the house as we believed 
there were a few issues that were overlooked and 
not dealt with properly. 

“But the council assured us that the house was 
safe and that the checks had been done. Three 
years down the line we’ve been told we have to get 
out and leave everything behind. 

“It’s a horrible situation. We have regular con¬ 
tact with a liaison officer, but she isn’t very much 
help as there’s not much she can tell us that we 
don’t already know.” 

The family are currently sharing two bedrooms 
in the hotel. “It’s hard because my daughter is 17 
and she has to share with the boys, who are five 
and eight,” said Mr Fry. “They are finding it very 
hard to cope with the change.” 

He added: “We do feel that this is a problem that 
could have been avoided; it’s not like a flood or a 
fire where nobody is to blame. We really feel the 


council ignored our concerns and should have 
had more extensive checks to make sure the prop¬ 
erty was safe.” 

Cllr Rod Truan, Harlow Council’s cabinet port¬ 
folio holder for housing, told the Star: “Whilst 
routine maintenance was being carried out some 
asbestos fibres were released which have been 
analysed by an independent expert as a low level 
release. 

“The matter has been reported to the Health & 
Safety Executive by the tenant. Housing officers 
have been in regular contact with the family about 
their situation and they were placed in temporary 
accommodation on the day of the incident. 

“Alternative permanent accommodation was 
offered the next day but turned down by the fam¬ 
ily as they wish to move back to their home in 
Freshwaters. 


“We are awaiting feedback from the Health & 
Safety Executive before we can carry out any work 
to the property. After work has been completed 
the family will then be able to move back. We will 
continue to keep them up to date.” 

This week the Health & Safety Executive con¬ 
firmed it was carrying out an investigation into 
the property. 

A spokeswoman said: We are aware of the situa¬ 
tion at a Freshwaters property and an investiga¬ 
tion is currently under way. We are in contact 
with the parties involved.” 

Shortly before the Star went to press yesterday 
(Wednesday), a Harlow Council spokesman said- 
work was now underway to enable the Fry family 
to move back into their property. 

“The council continues to provide support to 
them while the work takes place,” he added.

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Trust to invest in 
new ambulances 

THE East of England Ambulance 
Service NHS Trust has confirmed it 
will invest nearly £17m on new 
emergency vehicles. 

EEAST will be spending an 
estimated £14m on 145 new 
ambulances, while the service’s 
response car fleet will receive a £2.3m 
funding boost. 

The vehicles will be rolled out 
across the region over the next year as 
part of a new vehicle replacement 
programme. 

Paul Henry, EEAST’s Associate 
Director of Operations Support, said: 
“The board approved the programme 
to replace older vehicles and support 
our work on ambulance capacity, and 
it was agreed that an additional 25 
new ambulances over and above the 
standard replacement programme 
would be brought into service. 

“Our fleet team is currently 
completing the procurement process 
that will anticipate that 50 of the new 
ambulances will be in service before 
this Christmas.” 

Harlow currently has one 
ambulance to support the town and 
neighbouring areas. EEAST has been 
criticised for long delays with a 
whistle-blower recently admitting 
EEAST is not delivering its services 
well enough. 

PAH praised for 
C-diff fightback 

PRINCESS Alexandra Hospital has 
one of the lowest rates of C-diff 
infection in the country, according to 
new statistics released by the NHS 
Trust Development Authority. 

The PAH NHS Trust has been 
ranked seventh out of 159 Trusts 
across the UK, having recorded just 16 
incidences of the highly infectious bug 
between March 2012 and March 2013. 

Consultant Microbiologist Dr Shico 
Visuvanathan, the Trust’s head of 
infection control, said: “Our staff 
have worked tirelessly to help rid this 
debilitating infection from our 
hospital. It has been an impressive 
effort by all departments and all 
grades of staff and has meant we have 
been able to consistently control this 
bug.” 

Dr Nancy Fontaine, executive 
director lead for infection prevention 
and control, said that keeping the 
strong focus on infection control now 
remained a Trust and staff priority. 

“Maintaining the highest possible 
infection prevention and control 
standards for patients is our priority 
and continued focus and 
improvement on hand washing, 
environmental cleanliness and dress 
code are all essential factors.”

New pay deal for 
Tesco employees 


TESCO depot staff locked in a 
bitter pay dispute with manage¬ 
ment over their enforced move 
to a new distribution centre in 
Dagenham are poised to accept 
a compromise deal with the 
supermarket giant. 

Despite recently ballotting for 
strike action, workers’ union 
USDAW has advised its mem¬ 
bers to accept a new offer that 
will see their current rate of pay 
frozen for two years. 

After this point, their wages 
will be moved onto a “sliding 
scale” based on local market 
conditions - meaning their take- 
home salaries could still be cut 
in the long-term. 

Tesco had originally planned 
to shift all 800 employees to its 
new distribution facility on 
reduced pay following the clo¬ 
sure of the Harlow site in August 
this year. 

USDAW divisional counsellor 
Phil Waite told the Star: “We 
have been meeting with Tesco

and are now recommending 
that our members accept Tesco’s 
offer. This is due to the closure of 
the Harlow site not being far off 
and the time we have before 
then. 

“The new offer to our member¬ 
ship is a protection of pay for 
two years and after that, wages 
will move onto a sliding scale. 

“It is a compromise but it’s bet¬ 
ter than what Tesco have offered 
employees’ previously.” 

A Tesco spokesman said the 
firm was “pleased” to have 
reached agreement with the 
union. 

“We are very pleased for all 
parties that an agreement has 
been reached with USDAW rep¬ 
resentatives, and that subject to 
a member vote, this matter is 
now resolved,” he said. 

But Harlow MP Robert Halfon 
- who highlighted Tesco’s 


“unfair treatment” of its workers 
in a House of Commons debate 
on Friday - told the Star he still 
had “serious reservations” about 
the way the transfer was being 
handled by the supermarket 
chain. 

“I welcome the efforts made by 
USDAW in helping Tesco work¬ 
ers and that agreement has been 
reached. 

“However, as I said in the 
House of Commons, it remains 
the case that many workers will 
be worse off if they move to 
Dagenham. If they are doing the 
same job, they should get the 
same wage. 

“I have also highlighted the 
plight faced by disabled work¬ 
ers. It is morally wrong that disa¬ 
bled people are not being given 
the same adjustments if they 
move to Dagenham. If Tesco is 
to heal our community, they 
need to treat fairly the disabled 
workers who have given their 
lives to to the company.”

The service has sergeants, inspectors, 
chief inspectors, commanders and 
superintendents controlling constables 
with the help of civilian staff. Do they 
really need Nick Alston?

Debunking some of the 
myths of the 1970s 

SIR, I was not only around during 
Margaret Thatcher’s time and the 
preceding Labour years, I also 
remember 1945-1951 under Clement 
Attlee ( Letters , May 2). 

Of course the 1970s were difficult 
times but a balanced account would 
be nearer to Gary Roberts’ version 
than Michael Hardware’s. There are a 
number of myths that need to be 
refuted. 

Although I do not have the reference 
to hand, I believe Denis Healey later 
said he was wrong to have succumbed 
to the IMF’s demands; its cure was 
worse than the disease as, indeed, its 
promotion to this day of neo-liberal 
economic, which caused the global 
financial breakdown in 2008, 
continues to be. 

Then there is the myth of union 
power holding the country to ransom. 
Strange that it never seems to be 
recognised that there are two sides in 
industry,and two sides to every 
dispute. In fact, when workers take 
industrial action it is almost 
invariably reactive and never 
undertaken lightly, despite the 
impression given by the right-wing 
media. 

Between 1975 and 1978 real wages 
had been reduced by 13 per cent and a 
strong reaction was not surprising. 

But trade union power has never been 
comparable with that of employers, as 
anyone who has ever been made 
redundant can testify. 

Mrs Thatcher came to power on the 
slogan “Labour’s not working”, with 
unemployment at the horrific total of 
a million. Her policies, including a rise 
in VAT which she had specifically 
excluded, almost immediately 
increased that number to over three 
million on official figures, probably

Labour’s U-turn over 
council cabinet system 

SIR, At last month’s Harlow Labour 
Group meeting it was decided to keep 
the leader and cabinet system, despite 
promising to revert to the committee 
system prior to the district council 
elections in May 2012. 

They even gave the statutory one 
year’s notice last June to change the 
council constitution. 

The reasoning behind this is that the 
cabinet can make unpalatable 
decisions without the group’s consent, 
just as they did with the closure of the 
welfare rights and advice service. 

The decision to keep the leader and 
cabinet system was not even 
discussed at Harlow Labour’s GC/A11 
Member meeting, unlike prior to last 
May’s district elections. 

Special allowances may also have 
been a factor: a cabinet portfolio 
allowance is £3,000 whereas a 
committee chair allowance is £1,500. 
So it seems there were 1,500 reasons 
to keep the leader and cabinet system! 
This U-turn demonstrates that 
Labour’s election promises have a 
short sell-by-date.

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Countryside watchdog 
slams housing scheme

REVISED plans to build 10,000 homes 
on a swathe of countryside north of 
Harlow have come under fire from the 
Campaign to Protect Rural England. 

The organisation says the Gilden Park 
Estate development - a scaled-down 
version of the Harlow North scheme - 
would destroy a key area of Green Belt 
that prevents the town sprawling north¬ 
wards into its rural neighbour. 

The project, revealed by the Star two 
weeks ago, is being promoted by new 
landowner Places for People as a “neck¬ 
lace of villages” on the border between 
Harlow and East Herts. 

But according to the CPRE it would 
drive a “coach and horses” through both 
the Government’s national planning 
policy and the East Herts Local Plan. 

Kevin FitzGerald, director of CPRE 
Herts, said this week: “We thought we 
had seen the back of the North of Harlow 
proposals when they were thrown out 
by the East of England Plan process. 

“They seem to be back, dressed up in 
different clothes but with a similar 
impact on the open countryside of 
Herts’ precious Green Belt.” 

He stressed: “It is important that resi-

dents and concerned organisations 
make their views known and tell East 
Herts Council’s planning department, 
and their local councillors, what they 
think of these proposals.” 

Meanwhile, pressure group STOP 
Harlow North has vowed to continue its 
fight against the proposals. 

In a statement on its website, the group 
said: “This development would com¬ 
pletely engulf the small villages of 
Eastwick and Gilston. Bear in mind that 
earlier development proposals were for 
up to 25,000 homes to accommodate 
60,000 people, there clearly is much 
greater capacity for development than 
currently suggested.” 

It adds: “Since no approval for housing 
development had been given... then we 


might assume they [the previous land- 
owner) | have concluded that the chances 
of being given approval are slim and 
they should get out while they have the 
chance. 

“However, there can be no doubting 
the intentions of the new landowners to 
achieve the same ultimate goal - to 
build at least 10,000 houses in this 
unspoilt rural corner of East Herts, scat¬ 
tered with historic villages and hamlet.” 

Harlow Council has suggested its sup¬ 
port for the proposals would depend on 
the developers’ ability to deliver the 
necessary infrastructure improve¬ 
ments. 

Council leader Mark Wilkinson told 
the Star: “The council has long seen the 
merits of growth to the north of Harlow 
as an urban extension of the town and 
as part of the Harlow community. 

“However, any such development must 
deliver the infrastructure improve¬ 
ments required to support any such 
growth and contribute to the regenera¬ 
tion of Harlow as a whole. 

“For the council to support any formal 
proposals it will need to be convinced 
about how these conditions can be met.” 

Places for People is expected to launch 
a major public consultation on its plans 
later this summer. 


Court date postponed as HWRA 
and council enter mediation 


TRUSTEES of Harlow Wel¬ 
fare Rights & Advice are 
hoping to secure a last 
minute reprieve for the 
service after entering talks 
with Harlow Council over 
its long-term future. 

This week the authority 
agreed to enter a formal 
mediation process with 
HWRA to seek a solution 
to their long-running dis¬ 
pute over unpaid debts, 
which has resulted in the 
council withdrawing the 
organisation’s core source 
of funding and evicting 
the service’s staff from 
their Advice Centre head¬ 
quarters in East Gate. 

The last-gasp agreement 
was struck earlier this 
week and led to the post¬ 
ponement of a judicial 
review hearing which had 
been set to go to London’s 
High Court on Tuesday. 

Les Coben, chair of 
HWRA trustees, said: “We 
are pleased that all the 
matters which have con¬ 
tributed to this unfortu¬ 
nate dispute can be dealt 
with at once through 
mediation.

“We hope to reach an 
agreement that will avoid 
the need for legal action 
and result in the resump¬ 
tion of HWRA specialist 
advice service for local 
residents.” 

The process will begin 
on July 5, and in the mean¬ 
time HWRA staff will con¬ 
tinue to offer a limited 


advice service from offices 
based at Harlowsave 
Credit Union’s headquar¬ 
ters in the town centre 
library. 

Harlow Council declined 
to comment on the media¬ 
tion process before the 
Star went to press yester¬ 
day (Wednesday) after¬ 
noon. 


Man banned from entering Harlow 


Police release CCTV 
images of suspects 
in two Co-op thefts 

POLICE investigating separate 
thefts at Co-op stores in Harlow 
have issued CCTV images of two 
suspects. 

In the first, a man stole six bottles 
of expensive sparkling wine from a 
Co-op store in Colt Hatch, Harlow 
at around 6.30pm on April 30. 

The man, pictured below left, is 
described as white, of skinny build 
and in his late 20s to early 30s. He 
was wearing a black hoody, dark 
blue jeans and white trainers at the 
time of the incident.

In the second incident, which 
took place at the Co-op store in 
Maunds Hatch, a man, pictured 
above right, was filmed entering 
the premises on Sunday at about 
9.30pm and selecting a drink from 
a display. 

When he approached the cash 
desk to pay, he pulled out a wheel 
brace, threatened the cashier and 
demanded money. 

He was given a small sum of cash 
and left the store. 

The man is described as wearing 
a navy polo shirt with a white logo, 
grey jogging bottoms and grey 
trainers. He had short, shaven hair 
and wore glasses. 


A MAN found guilty of harassment has 
been jailed for four months and banned 
from entering Harlow. 

Danny Humphries (50), from Waltham 
Abbey, was convicted at Chelmsford Crown 
Court of harassing Beverley Fennell. 

He was also made the subject of a 
restraining order banning him from con¬ 
tacting Ms Fennell or her family and from 
going within a mile of Harlow or Old 
Harlow, except if he is on the Mil or on a 


train travelling through the town. 

He was also given a further consecutive 
four-month jail sentence for breaching a 
previous order imposed on him for an 
offence of affray. 

The court was told Humphries had gone 
to the Katherines estate in Harlow where 
Ms Fennell lives and had used hand ges¬ 
tures and made telephone calls. 

He was cleared of making a threat to 
another person to kill Ms Fennell.

New police chief tells his 
officers to put victims first

THE new Chief Constable of Essex 
has pledged to put victims of crime 
at the heart of everything the force 
does - and intends to take a tough 
stance against people who carry 
knives in public. 

Stephen Kavanagh said he expect¬ 
ed his officers to have those who 
abide by the law at the forefront of 
their minds in dealing with every¬ 
thing from burglary and robbery to 
anti-social behaviour and speeding. 

And he wants all his senior offic¬ 
ers to spend time back on the beat 
to experience “grassroots policing”. 

Every officer from the rank of chief 
inspector upwards will be expected 
to spend at least four hours every 
month on the shop floor with their 


On his iniative to send senior 
officers back on the beat, he said: 
“Once a month we are getting back 
to the shop floor. This gives us the 
opportunity to meet with local 
officers and staff. 

“We are spending time out on 
patrol, with custody and staff on 
front counters, seeing what local 
officers and staff are experiencing, 
what’s going well and what they 
need additional support with.” 

Senior level meetings will now be 
held at police stations around the 
county rather than at the force’s 
Chelmsford headquarters. 


officers. 

Within days of taking over the 
£192,163-a-year post, Mr Kavanagh 
has outlined three main priorities 
for his officers: to reduce crime, to 
catch more criminals and to deliver 
greater levels of satisfaction for vic¬ 
tims. 

“We need to work hard particu¬ 
larly around the quality of service 
we are giving to victims when they 
do call us for help,” he said. “We 
need to turn up on time, we need to 
give victims and witnesses quality 
information and we need to make 
sure they’ve got a permanent point 


of contact if they need it.” 

Mr Kavanagh also plans to take a 
tough stance on those who take the 
decision to carry knives in public 
with a warning that the presump¬ 
tion would be that they should 
be prosecuted. 

He said it was impor¬ 
tant that families J 
who are worried • 
about their sons or • 
daughters carrying * 
knives work with • 
the police and * 
schools to tackle the 
problem. 


“As a last resort I think they would 
rather have them in a police cell 
than have them stabbed or dead,” 
he said.

A HEAD-butting dinosaur 
with a head like a 
conker is helping 
scientists piece together 
a more accurate picture 
of life 85 million years 
ago. 

The fossilised remains 
of Acrotholus audeti 
were discovered by a 
team of paleantolgists - 
scientists who 
specialise in the study of 
fossils - in Canada. 

The bizarre-looking 
herbivore sported a 
thick dome of bone at 
the top of its skull. 
Researchers believe this 
may have been used for 
fighting. 

Unlike most other 
known dinosaurs it was 
small, weighing about 40 
kilograms and 




measuring the 
same size as a 
large dog. 

Scientists believe 
its discovery hints 
at a greater 
diversity of small 
dinosaurs than had 
been suspected 
before.

Three ways in which 
Government is helping 
cut the cost of living 


W HENEVER I am out and about 
meeting local residents I am 
asked about the cost of living and 
what the Government is doing to 
help with it. 

The Government has done three 
things - cut fuel duty, tried to get 
utility bills down and cut taxes for 
lower earners. 

After my long campaign the 
Government cut fuel duty in 2011 
and froze it again this year. I am now 
putting pressure on the Government 
and the Office of Fair Trading to take 
action against the greedy oil 
companies which are pushing up the 
price of petrol and diesel at the 
pumps. 

On electricity and water bills, the 
Government is opening up the 
market to break the monopolies that 
are keeping prices high. In the last 
decade water bills have risen by 82 
per cent but in 2010 water 
companies made £2bn in profits. 
When families are feeling the 
squeeze, this is a scandal. 

I have also urged the Government 
to impose a windfall tax on these 
companies, the proceeds of which 
would be passed onto consumers. 

On tax, the Government has 
focused on cuts for lower earners. It 
has taken 3,000 lower earners in 
Harlow out of tax altogether, while 
40,000 of Harlow’s low earners have 
seen a reduction in the amount of 
tax they pay. The Government has 
also frozen council tax, although 
sadly Harlow’s Labour council still 
decided to put it up. 

Meanwhile, I am glad they have 
taxed the rich by increasing capital 
gains tax from 18 per cent to 28 per 
cent and income tax from 40p to 
45p. 

Workers’ plight aired 
in Commons debate 

M any Star readers will know that 
I have been fighting hard for 
workers’ rights in Parliament. 

I have asked questions and tabled 
motions, particularly about the 
treatment of Tesco workers at the 
Flex Meadow distribution plant. 

Last week I was granted a debate 
about Tesco workers and I raised 
the issue of fair pay for those 
transferring to Dagenham. 

I know that the union USDAW is 
working hard to get the best deal 
for workers but, as I highlighted last 
week, I am very unhappy that 
disabled workers who might move 
to Dagenham are facing unfair 
obstacles. This is unacceptable and 
they must be treated fairly. 

As well as speaking about this in 
the House of Commons, I have also 
raised this with senior Tesco 
management.

Duchess returns to open 
centre’s new £2.3m ARC

St Elizabeth’s, which has fundraising 
shops at Bush Fair and Staple Tye in Harlow, 
is a national charity for children and adults 
with severe epilepsy and other neurologi¬ 
cal conditions. Its specialist educational, 
residential and medical services help peo¬ 
ple of all ages to reach their full potential in 
a supportive and inspiring environment. 

Chief executive James Connolly said: 
“The ARC has given us three facilities in 
one. Firstly, our 1950s day centre has 
been replaced by the Day 
Opportunities wing, offering a wide 
range of activities to our adult clients. 
Secondly we now have a sports hall 
for recreation and fitness activities; 
and, lastly the college wing provides 
dedicated teaching and office facili¬ 
ties for our college, which was estab¬ 
lished in 2004. 

“The building design meets the highest 
Disability Discrimination Act stand¬ 
ards. Rainwater harvesting and 
a high insulation rating 
ensure the building also 
achieves good environmen¬ 
tal standards. 

“Most importantly this 
new facility means we can 
offer more places to adults 
attending our Day 
Opportunities programme 
or young adults attending 
St Elizabeth’s College’s 
three-year learning pro¬ 
gramme.”

Flickering 
candlelight makes a room softer and 
more inviting than the sometimes 
harsh electric light. Store candles 
in the fridge for at least eight hours 
before using too as they will burn 
more slowly and last longer.

Kay Griffiths (69), who lives at Church 
Langley, was one of the first students to enrol 
on the course at Harlow Technical College in 
the 1960s. 

“I spotted my photo in Nostalgia a couple of 
weeks ago,” said Kay “I'm the student right at 
the back with dark hair all up high like we use 
to wear it in those days. 

“I took three typing classes at the college to 
get through all the levels. My first course was 
in 1961 and then I had two more, 
which were stage two and three, 
in 1962 and 1963.” 

Kay moved to Harlow when she 
was five years old and spent all 
her schooldays in the town. 

“I went to Tany’s Dell and I was a 
pupil at Mark Hall when the 
Queen and Prince Phillip visited,” 
she recalled. “Then I went to 
college and after that went to 
university, which wasn’t a very 
common thing in those days.” 

The self-confessed “life-long 
learner”, who has 12 postgraduate 
degrees, then progressed into 
adult learning and teaching, 
returning to Harlow College as an 
examiner and lecturer during her 
30-year teaching career. 

“My typing classes were the first 
step towards everything else I did 
in later life. If I hadn’t taken those 
courses at the college then I may 
not have been able to do ah I have. 

“In my time a lot of people left 
school at 15 or 16 to work and earn 
money. Hardly anyone continued 
their education until they were 18, 
although there were a few of us in 
the typing classes.

important in my working life.” 

She added: “I think I must be

The mother-of-two and 
grandmother-of-one added: “I 
grew up in Harlow and I was 
around when a lot of big events 
happened because the town was 
just starting up.

“We were told to take our coats 
off just before he arrived, even 
though it was cold, to look more 
presentable. When he turned up, 
he mentioned that we must be 
freezing as we weren’t wearing 
any coats. 

“He seemed like a very nice and 
ordinary man and he spent a little 
time talking to ah of us. 

“I was also a student at Mark 
Hah when the Queen made her 
first visit to the town and she 


came to the school, too.”

This patient had a 
slim chance of survival, but losing her brings the 
entire team down and the vet who performed 
the surgery breaks the news to the owners - it is 
extremely sad for all concerned. 


The afternoon produces no further emergencies 
and consults are back to running on time and 
surgery finishes in theatre as predicted. 

After a rather downbeat morning we are all glad 
to see a lovely litter of puppies in for a health 
check (lots of cuddles!) and a dog who has 
achieved his weight loss target! Three cheers for 
him and his family! 

Phew, now it’s time for a cup of tea and to plan 
for tomorrow. You never know, we may get to 
see another skunk in the surgery again!”

A HEART transplant saves the 
life of an Anglican vicar but he 
soon finds that life turned 
upside down when his 
behaviour undergoes a radical 
change. Has he received the 
heart of a fairground 
wall-of-death rider or has the 
dead man taken over his 
body? 

Written by Rising Damp 
creator Eric Chappell, Side 
Effects takes a sideways look 
at life and love, generating 
lots of laughter in the process. 

The action revolves around 
confirmed atheist Frank 
Cook, an invalid admitted to 


a nursing home with a rare 
condition that leaves him 
unable to walk. 

In a masterly comic 
performance by Geoff 
Leeds, he is cynical and 
cantankerous with a 
wonderfully offbeat sense of 
humour, constantly bickering 
with his Christian wife, June. 
Devout she may be, but June 
(an assured and sympathetic 
Jenny Southwell) gives as 
good as she gets in their 
marital point-scoring. 

June is delighted that the 
Rev Paul Latimer is staying 
at the same nursing home 
as her "Cookie", but Frank 
is suspicious.

GARDENING & PUZZLES 


Chelsea's 
here again 


SO, what are we going to learn from this year's 
internationally-acclaimed horticultural show? 

While sustainability may be the watchword of this 
year's RHS Chelsea Flower Show, with emphasis 
on biodiversity, wild planting 
areas and inviting eco-systems, 
so many of the designs simply 
wouldn't be feasible in our own 
gardens. 

So, eminent designers ranging 
from Tom Stuart-Smith to Jekka 
McVicar are offering advice to 
gardeners based on their own 
experiences in a new centenary 
edition of Take Chelsea Home 
by Chris Young, which looks 
at how gardeners can adopt 
similar techniques to create 
beautiful spaces in their own 
residential plots. 

Here's a few tips from the award-winners: 

■ Organic herb grower Jekka McVicar, who has won 
14 gold medals at Chelsea, on planting a summer 
salad crop container: "Salad rocket, dill and mustard 
are all great salad herbs that can be easily raised 
from seed and grown in a container. 

"The trick is to choose a planter large enough to 
grow a crop for cutting; an ideal size is 23cm (9in) 
wide by 18cm (7in) high, or 5 litres/1 gallon, or 
larger. Fill with compost and water well, then sow 


the seeds and cover lightly with more compost. 

"Set the container in a sheltered warm spot that 
is shaded from the midday sun. Once you start 
cutting your salad, feed the plants every week with a 
balanced liquid fertiliser." 

■ Landscape designer Tom 
Stuart-Smith, who has eight 
Chelsea golds under his belt, 
on layered planting: "The 
idea behind layered planting 
in the garden is to repeat the 
ecological patterns inherent in 
complex plant communities. 

"In an oak woodland, for 
example, there are various 
different levels: an upper 
canopy, often a middle canopy 
of medium-sized trees and 
saplings; a shrub layer, a herb 
layer, and then bulbs and corms at the bottom. 

"By adapting this natural pattern to a garden, 
it is possible to have different layers flowering 
at different times, usually with the lower layers 
flowering first." 

■ Professor Nigel Dunnett, three-time Silver-Gilt 
winner and designer of this year's Royal Bank of 
Canada Blue Water Roof Garden and one of the 
principal planting consultants for the London 
Olympic Park, on green roofs: "Garden sheds, 
porches, summerhouses, balconies, garages and

small extensions all offer great potential for planting 
green roofs. 

"The most important consideration for such a 
roof is how much weight the chosen building will 
support. It must comfortably take the weight of a 
person if it is to be strong enough to have a green 
roof planted on it. 

"You can create a simple green roof by securing a 
pre-grown mat of sedums over a pond liner on the 
roof surface, but it is referable to plant individually 
into a generous layer of free-draining soil or potting 
compost on the roof. Many typical alpines such as 
dianthus and thyme are excellent for green roofs, as 
are low-growing species tulips."

ANDREW Osagie is refusing to 
change his race tactics as he 
attempts to retain his crown as 
Great Britain’s top 800metre run¬ 
ner from rival Michael Rimmer. 

The Harlow Athletic Club mem¬ 
ber competed in Doha in the open¬ 
ing IAAF Diamond League meet¬ 
ing of the season, when the world’s 
finest athletes met in Qatar on 
Friday. 

Osagie, a finalist in the Olympic 
Games 800m final in London last 
year, was eighth in the final in 
Doha, which was televised by the 
BBC. 

The 25-year-old, of Northbrooks 
in Harlow, clocked 1 minute 45.41 
seconds, a reasonable time for 
such an early stage of the season 
but still quite far behind winner 
and World Record holder David 
Rudisha, while Rimmer continues 
to hold an Indian sign over Osagie 
and finished two places ahead of 
the former Burnt Mill School stu¬ 
dent. 

Osagie tweeted afterwards: 
“Even when I shouldn’t win I think 
I can and would always rather race 
that way. 

“Sometimes the master plan can 
be reached with long strides and 
sometimes it takes baby steps! 
Tonight was baby steps lol. 

“Thanks for all the messages you 
guys and girls are pretty cool, just 
as a note the #OsagieBoom is get¬ 
ting a revamp so should be ready 
soon!” 

Olympic champion Rudisha won 
the race in a world leading 1:43.87. 

Rimmer finished sixth in his first 


outdoor appearance of the sum¬ 
mer with a time of 1:44.97. 

Osagie is now targeting two 
major competitions in lune in suc¬ 
cessive weekends. 

He will hope to defend his title at 
the Sainsbury’s British 


Championships on lune 29-30. 

But before this event he will bid 
for a spot in the Great Britain team 
for the European Team 
Championships at Gateshead on 
lune 22-23. 

Osagie, who missed out on a 


place in the GB team for the 
European Indoor Championships 
in Gothenburg in Sweden earlier 
this year to Rimmer, knows he 
must improve by at least a second 
if he is to get back his title of top 
dog in the UK.

Cunningham’s 
quest to take 
club out of mire

changes are set to be made as he seeks to 
halt Harlow Town FC’s financial decay. 

Cunningham came back to the Barrows 
Farm club in early 2010 alongside business 
partner John Barnett to try and turn its 
parlous business affairs around. 

It has proved to be tough as crowds have 
dipped to 
barely above 
100 this past 
season with 
Harlow 
enduring a 
terrible 
campaign. 

Previously 
Cunningham, 
right, had 
been at 
Harlow 
between July 
2003 and April 
2008 with 
various roles 
including 
director of football. 

During his first spell the club moved 
from the old Sportcentre to its new ground 
at Elizabeth Way in October 2006. 

Cunningham said: “When the club 
moved from the Sportcentre to the 
stadium the overheads have gone up five 
times as much. 

“The previous owners did not factor in 
[take account of] the increased costs.” 

He added: “We still have the same 
amount of people coming and that does 
not work. The biggest aim of the football 
club is to change that.” 

Cunningham would not disclose his 
plans at this stage for raising revenue but 
is committed to the club. 

He said: “Whatever people think of me 
my concern is the success of the football 
club.” 

The fortunes of Harlow would be even 
worse if they had to pay a rent at their 
ground. It is rent-free until 2016. 

“We have not been in a position to pay a 
rent. In three years time we are going to 
have to pay a rent,” Cunningham warned.
